

Pursuant to the provisions of *3CI0 #»»- A* 3 sad 15, aad for the 
purpose of atrw^heala* the over-ell gwwraweatel intelligence structure 
for the production of iwcMOBtie Intel 1 Igence > the following policies and 
operating procedures are hereby established* 

1, Policies 

In discharg in g allocated responsibilities m& affecting integration «f 
intelligence, the interacted departnents and agMSlas vill 
the folloulag basic principles: 

a. So cec^ltfta aeparatloa «*f areas of infeeareat ia poaaible or 
necessarily desirable ia this field of economic iatelligcBce. 

b* full and flee interchange of all infcaliipswe ixOaxmttm and 
finished 1 hUi111§ww aad schedules of research prograns, including 
axter m l research) between all agencies concerned la eaeeatial. 

c* So M &BB&2 F ia considered to be the f l oat a uthor ity la ooy 
field; conclusions nay be «as«tteesd by other »C agencies and dissents 
recorded* 

d. Any a gency nay aai* such studies as it believes necessary to 
aapg l«aett t inbelligsne* obtained froa other agencies In order to falf ill 
its agency functions, bat basic research studies should not neraally be 
dfsasgalmt cd. outside the producing agency without *&vaae« consultation 
with the agency having prlnary responsibility for the subject natter 
involved*

f . Each intelligence agency will endeavor to coordinate t he iatenigasee 
activities of its technical services and its ether facilities having 


eeossseiie intelligence protection capabilities vlth the work, of the IAC 
intelligence agencies sod to mke available to those agencies the latellii^sse 


produced by such services sad facilities. 

2 . AXlocatioa of Primary production Responsibilities 

&. ProdnetiOR of general ee<wiaaic Imtelllgaacs on countries outside 
the Soviet Sloe* is the- respoMibility of the Department of State. 

b. Production of general ecaisaic intel lig en c e on the Soviet Bloc* is 
the responsibility of tbs Central InteHlgened Agency. 

c. Prodssticm of ailitary«seoacnic intel lige nce on ail foreign acw.tr Ins, 
including by say of illustration intelligence on solitary end-ltas production, 
logistic capabilities, mlserabilities to all farms of military attack, target 
system, is the responsibility at tbs intelligence agencies of the Wsgmetmmt 
of Defense. 


d. Despite the abova'amatiuned allocations of primary production raspeo- 
aibilitiss, there will be areas of «c*skwi or' overlapping interest which 
sill rsspire eontiiwiag iat-a— agency liaison sad cooperation* 

3* Beepcnsibi lity for Eccacmic latelligsace Coordination 

a* Bus Central latelllgcace Agency will continue to have the respon- 
sibility tor coordination of forei^p mxmtmte intelligence as outlined is. 
8SCIB Vo* 1$. to assist the Central Intelligence Agency is carrying out 
this responsibility the EecccKic Intelligence Ccnmittee shall continue to 
perform the functions outlined is iac-B-SH/ 1 (revised).
